While Country Physician .and Final- 


ly Became President of Two Banks 


and an Insurance Company, as Well 


as Owner of Prosperous Newspa- 


per—Story of His U^imate Downfall 


Laconla, N. H., March 20.—The 


career of a once 
notable figure in 


New Hampshire finance closed last 
night in the passing of Dr. Joseph C. 
Moore, who died at bis cottage in 
Lakeport, where, since his downfall 
from a position of power and influ- 
ence, .he had lived the quiet life of 
a country physician.

Moore was known as the New Hamp- 
shire "Napeoleon of finance," and In 
addition to controlling

Savings bank, and People's Fire in- 
surance company, all of Manchester,

National bank and treasurer .at the 
otbiir concerns', to the Argentine re- 
public, where he died eight 
years 


ago, ended tbe business life of Moore, 
who was president of all three.

deceived by securities which had been 
switched from the savings bank and 
fire ^insurance company. Within a 
week the comptroller of the currency 
Issued two calls, each to be of tho 
same. date. 


Distracted by the perplexities of his 


position Cashier Morrill 
took

cash "was available and fled to the 
Argentine Republic. The doors of all 
three institutions were closed for- 
ever, and indictments against Mooro 
and Morrlll -were brought by the fed- 
eral and state courts.

Happiest Man at Big Dinner 


of Yale Graduates 


MORE THAN 1500 PRESENT 


President Eulogizes Yale and Says 


He Is Carrying Spirit of Old Uni- 


versity In Discharge of His Duties 


as Nation's Chief Executive—Chorus 


of "Eight Years" When He Refers 


to Length of His Term of Office 


New York, March 20.—With songs 


of the football Meld and the boat race 
course, with a deafening cheer and a 
rousing chorus of "Here's to good old 
Yale, drink her down," President Taft 
was greeted last night as the first 
Yale President of the United. States 
by more than 1500 graduates of the 
famous old New Haven university. 


The dinner, one of the largest ever 


given in New York, was served at 
tie Waldorf-Astoria. 
The Immense 


ballroom was decorated with a lavish 
wealth of 
flowers. 
The speakers' 


table, at which President Taft sat 
with President Hadley of Yale and 
other prominent graduates of the uni-. 
versity, was canopied with artificial 
representations 
of the elms of old 


Yale. 
Back of the table was a huge 


drop-curtain, bearing a painting of 
the old brick row. 
In front of the 


curtain and back of the speakers was 
a: replica of the old Yale fence. 
The 


representation of the old barrier was 
complete down to the last details. 
Many of the initials, Including the 
"W. H. T."'of Taft, and the "A. T. 
H." of Hadley, were faithfully repro- 
duced . 
j 


Tables for the diners extended from 


the floor of the ballroom to the bal- 
cony usually set aside for visitors and 
to the Astor gallery. 
An orchestra 


played Yale songs 
throughout 
the 


evening and the singing of the rollick- 
ing college ditties was led by a glee 
club of thirty-two graduates seated at 
at the centre table. 


President Taft was 
probably 
the 


"happiest man at the dinner, which 
was given entirely in his honor. 
He 


was not hailed(ag the president, how- 
ever, but as '"Bill"—the 
salutation 


which interrupted the cheering as he 
entered. 


While the dinner was being served 


many of the graduates, including a 
number from his own class 
of 
'7S, 


shook hands with him, slapped him 
on the back and renewed the 
ac- 


quaintance of college days. 


Just before the president spoke the 


lights in the ball room were dimmed 
and a screened calcium sent a flood 
of blue rays upon the speakers' table. 
Through the windows 'of 
the 
"old 


brick row" lights gleamed. 


It was nearly ir o'clock when Mr. 


Taft began to speak and as- he was 
leaving on the midnight train 
for 


Washington his remarks necessarily 
were brief. 
He confined himself al- 


most entirely to an eulogy of Yale and 
of the Yale spirit, which,he declared, 
had been a guiding influence in his 
life since the time he was 6 years old. 


Mr. Taft spoke largely of reminis- 


cences of his own days at college and 
those of his father. * Not content with 
graduating five of his own sons at 
Yale, the president declared his fath- 
er had sent the boy of a dead friend 
through the college. 


"This is a personal gathering,", he 


explained, "and you must expect some 
personal references." 


Mr. Taft said he was carrying the 


Yale spirit with him to the discharge 
of the duties of president, which of- 
fice, he declared, was the greatest 
responsibility which could come to an 
American. 


"And," he added, "it is a great 


deal better to leave that office with 
the plaudits of your countrymen than 
to enter it. The opportunity for mis- 
takes, the opportunity for failure, or 
if not failure, of a dead level of do- 
Ing nothing, are so many that I lool: 
forward with great hesitation and re- 
luctance to the results of the next 
four years."

some fear of the supernatural. 
Na- 


poleon was a fatalist and supersti- 
tious, and made no secret of it. 
ML- 


believed in lucky and unlucky days: 
EO did Cromwell, Byron. Wellington, 
Dickens and Sir Walter Scott. 


Sir Frank L6ck\vood once accept- 


ed an invitation to dine with the 
Thirteen club; but at the last mo- 
ment his courage failed him, and Iu 
wrote to be excused. George R. Siius 
received a similar invitation on oni- 
occasion, 


A day before the event, however, 


he wrote that, for the sake of the 
dogs, cats and horses dependent 
upon liim, he dared not defy the 
fates. 
Lord Rosebury has a. dread 


of seeing a dead hedgehog in his path 
while even Mr. Gladstone had a sup- 
erstitious belief that any new article 
of wearing apparel was bound to de- 
tract from the power of his speech- 
es. 


And it is curious to note how these 


superstitious beliefs differ. 
While 


Byron, for instance held Friday in 
the most undisguised dread, Dick- 
ens regarded It as a very lucky day. 
Most people, however, have a preju- 
dice against Friday. 
The feeling 


against commencing a voyage on that 
day is so strong that Friday is the 
lightest day of the week for the 
departure of vesels from our sea- 
port towns, while in hospitals pati- 
ents frequently hesitate about sub- 
mitting to an operation on that day 
In theatrical circles it is considered 
most unlucky to produce a new piejc 
on a Friday and all sorts of misfor- 
tune "were predicted when Augustih 
Daly flouted this tradition. But Fri- 
day was apparently Mr. Daly's lucky 
day, for he produced several success- 
ful plays on that day of the week. 
So has Mr. Edward Terry, who had 
said th'at his favorite day for produc- 
ing plays is Friday. 


And while talking about theatri- 


cal superstitions, one might mention 
that a saying current among actors 
is to the effect that if you change; 
the name of a theatre you change its' 
luck. 
There are two instances of 


London theatres which bear this out. 
The Adelphi was for a short timf 
known as the New Century theatre. 
during which period it experience^ 
nothing but bad luck. 
Now it is 


back to its old name again things 
are different. 


The enormous success of ''The Pri- 


vate •• Secretary" was, according to 
theatrical 
superstition, 
due 
to 
a 


black: cat. That play was a failure 
at the Prince of Wale's theatre, but 
when it was transferred to the notor- 
iously unlucky Globe theatre a black 
cat walked across the stage, and all 
was happy and prosperous ever after. 
Among other stage superstitions the 
following are not, perhaps, without 
interest. 
It is lucky io meet a hun- 


chback in the theatre, and to touch 
him on the first night ensures -the 
success of the piece.- It is also lucky 
to find cobwebs- behind the scenes, 
but unlucky for an actor to whistle

for twelve hours in the summer and 
two in 
Uie winter—and seasoned 


with salt. 
The weed grew rapidly 


on the Guver coast, except in winter, 
and was renewed every other spring 
tide. Laver is, perhaps, one of those 
things that you have to cultivate i- 
taste for, and tastes vary. 
Southey 


writing to his uncle from Keswick 
in IS^T, after recording the very 
usual event of the arrival of a par- 
cel of books, continued: 
"A casket 


of laver is the only other arrival I 
have. had. 
Cuthbert(his sonj is the 


only one who will partake of it with 
me, and we delight iu it." But the 
Kerwick household seem to have ha.I 
a. weakness for the occasional ap- 
pearance on the table of strauga 
dishes. 
Southey mentions that ou-j 


evening they had a rat roasted for 
supper, and protests that it was very 
good, although very young, and was 
more like roasted pig than anything 
else. 


Southey was by no means singular 


in liking it. 
Austey, of the "New 


Bath Guide" fame, tells us how ''fine 
potted laver, fresh oysters and pies!" 
were among the good things offered 
to .tha fashionable visitors to Bath; 
and many years betpre Anstey en- 
haJced the gayety of English read- 
ers, the weed was known to cooks 
as "sea lettuce." An excellent sauca 
for mutton used to be made from 
laver. 
Mortimer Collins, in one of 


his many novels—"Squire Sllches- 
ter"—-makes one of his character's 
remark: 
;'You don't get moor mut- 


ton with hot laver sauce every day." 
To present day cooks—for porphyra . 
laclniata is not unknown even to 
urban kitchens—laver conies in the 
form celebrated 
by Anstey—-i. e., 


as a. potted jelly. 
When Southey 


talked of a "casket," his assumed 
graudlioquence probably covered a 
simple, humble "pot." 
The potted 


laver, to bo prepared for use, has to 
be stewed with butter or a little 
gravy, while the squeezing of lemon 
juice into Ihe mixture is absolutelv 
essential. 
The professional guide, 


whose careful directions we have 
that the dish thus dressed is to be 
served as hot as possible, adds the 
significant remark that the taste for 
laver is an acquired one. The lavyr 
or stoke, us it is more generally call- .
